Wo print this morning an intoresting corros- 
pondence between Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt and 
Mr, W. O. Bartlett, bis counzel, on tho subject 
of the Vanderbilt steamships, It has been stated 
that thero existed 6 differcuce of opinion between 
the Navy Departwent and Mr, Vanderbilt touch- 
ing the price of the steamer Vanderbilt; that 
statement is by this correspondence corrected, 
and it is clearly ehown that Mr. Vanderbilt has 
not set avy price upon hia vessel since his com- 
munication of May 14, wherein be offered it at 
a valuation to be detennined by Commodore 
Stockton oud any two commodores in active ser 
vice, or as a present to tho Government. It 
also appears that since the date of the communi- 
cation referred to, Mr. Bartlett, who has acted 
undor verbal instractions from Mr, Vanderbilt, 
has varied the original offer for the purpose of 
making it, if possible, still more acceptable to 
the Government; os the offer now stands, the 
Secretary of the Navy is at liberty to take any 
‘or all of the ships, and to name all of the ap- 
proisors himself to fix o price upon the eame, 
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THE LATEST WAR NEWS. 

Our news from Missouri is exciting and import 
ant, The absence of full details prevents us froin 
speaking with entiro confidence concerning the 
occurrences to which wa allude. Wo learoed 
yesterday, first by vague rumors, and then by the 
official report of one of Gen. Lyon's aids, that 
on Saturday Gen. Lyon and Gen, Sigel, with o 
force of 8,000 men, gave battle to 23,000 Rebels 
at a point nice miles southeast of Springfield, 
Missouri, The ection wax severe, The lors on 
our ride was €00 killed and wounded; on thot of 
tho Rebels it was yery heavy, thongh the nun- 
bers are not given. Aroong our killed we regret 
tu be obliged to write the name of Gen, Lyon, 
who fell while pallantly making a charge at the 
hesd of bis colamn, Among the Rebels killed 
were Beo McCulloch and Gen, Price. The force 
of the enemy included regmonts from Louisiaua, 
Mississippi, and Tonneaceo; also the Texas 
Rengera, and a large number of half-breeda, 

‘Chis battle, which was at firet announced aa a 
defeat, appears now io bave been a splendid vic~ 
tory. Tho Rebels were forced back with terri- 
ble slanghter, and, when the day closed upon the 
combatants, we whre in victorious posscseion of 
the field, On Sunday morning, Gen. Sigel, 
tbioking the eoemy might eut bim off from re- 
enforcemevts, retired upon Rolla, with all bis 
baggage, and $250,000 in money, which bad been 
placed in hie hands, It is probable that fullor 
aceounts will eet this victory in a slill brighter 
light from that it has in the dispatches at this 
ed, As it now stands, however, it is 
of a nuturo to excite the euthusiastio pride of all. 

The loss of Gen, Lyon will be sincerely re- 
gretted, This officer, deacended from ancestors 
distinguished in the Revolutionsry war, was 
educated at West Point, from which Academy 
he wus graduated in 1341, and has been in ac- 
five service siuco, ranking ue captain in the 
2d Infantry. He receucly was mado a Bri 
djor-Goueral, and placed in command over the 
Missouri volunteers, He was 42 years of age, 
und had gamed a yaluable exp 
Lonvrable pame by bis netions im the mihtary 
operativvs ou our troutivr. He ulsy won dis- 
tinction in the Mexican war, having boen bre- 
vetted for gallantry in the batties ut Contreras 
and Churubusco, He was wounded at the Cicy 
of Mexico in September, 187. As he was 
leading & charge, bis horse was killed under 
him; he immediately mounced another, and was 
cheering on his meu, when he was struck by a: 
bail aud iumediately fell. 

A flag of truce was on Mondoy sent from 
Norfolk to Portress Monroe wath a number of 
released prisoners who were capturud at Bull 
Run, being chiefly sorgeons. ‘These have full 
lists of the wounded prisoners, and of the 
wounded who died in the hospitals after thei 
capture, Cul, Coreorun is well. ‘They estimate 
the uumber of our men now prisoners in Ric! 
from 1,000 te 1,200. ‘fhey state that 
d declares the Rebels had only 15,000 
don their side at tho battle of Bell Run, 
and that they would bave fled wben defeat im- 
pended bad they uot been buoyed up by the ox

Woe have no dis ion to deny the general trath 
of this statement. To be sure, the energies of thy 
General Government, during the last eight years 
wero vory Inrgely perverted from their logitimate 
objects to tho work of extending slavery, directly 
and by force of arms into Kansas, and indirectly 
aud ultimately over the wholo country, by the ineul- 
cation of false constitutional doctrines, To be 
sure, stealing had become so common a practice 
among the members of Mr. Buchanan's adminis- 
tratien, that the people would have been justified, 
on this ground alone, in taking measures to place 
the management of public affairs in the hands of a 
different set of men.

Rumors are current on the street, in which 
some reliance is placed, that Gen. Lyoa's com- 
mand in the South-West has been totally routed 
by the rebels, 

Geo, Lyon, himself was killed, and Gon. Sigel 
was in full retreat with the remnant of the 
Federal forces, 

This information is anid to bayo been received 
by Secessionists lust evening. 

The messenger who brought the news killed 
four horses between Springfield and Rolla in hia 
haste to out-strip the Government iossenger, 

Great anxiety is felt by tho Union men hero, 
and most serious approhonsions are indulged in 
for the safety of our army. 

We shall probably get somothing reliable on 
the arrival of the train to-night.

Lyon was killed in a chargo at the head of his column. 
Our force was 8,000, including 2,000 Home Guards.
